it he stated th at he had Just a little 
“ tip ” th a t som ething of th e kind was 
going on, and th at he had instructed 
W arden Hall to m ake the fullest in­ 
vestigation, and 
to sum m arily dis­ 
charge any guard or clerk who was 
found to have accepted a pass from 
B arrett. 
T he law distinctly forbids the ac­ 
ceptance by a guard of any sort of 
gratuity from a prisoner, and the gov­ 
ern o r declares th e investigation will 
be m ade m ost searching if his instruc­ 
tions are carried out.

éé OYSTER LUGGER’’ BLOWN UP 


Most Singular Accident In History of 


the Sea Said to Have Been 


Caused By Octopus. 


‘‘The o y ster lugger Jean Baptiste, 
with fo ur men abo ard, was blo wn up 
and to tally destro y ed in Terre Bo nne 
Bay to day , writes a Fellcita, La., co r­ 
respo ndent. 
Two o f the crew were 
killed and two rescuea." 
Behind that brief dispatch, prin.^ 
in the 
newspapers • thro ugho ut the 


United States, Is hidden o ne o f the 
strangest accidents o f sea histo ry — 
a sto ry o f perhaps the o ddest, weird­ 
est adv enture in the annals o f the 
gulf. 
The Jean Baptiste, an o y ster 
lugger in seaso n, was filling in the 
Idle seaso n by crabbing alo ng the 
so uth sho re o f Lo uisiana when It was 
destro y ed by a shell that o riginally 
was meant to sink o ne o f Cerv era’s 
warships. 
But It was the manner o f the blo w­ 
ing up and the way in which the shell 
happened to trav el fro m near Key 
West to a po int half a mile o ff Tim- 
balier Island, In Terre 
Bo nne Ba y , 
tha t makes the sto ry o f the destruc­ 
tio n o f the Jean Baptiste so und like 
ro mance. 
The shell, dumped o v erbo ard fro m 
o ne o f the warships o f Admiral Samp­ 
so n’s squadro n at a 
po int between 
Tampa and Key West, ev idently was 
swallo wed o r carried by a giant o cto ­ 
pus nearly 1,000 miles to the west­ 
ward, and bro iigh in co ntact with the 
o y ster lugger—after sev en y ears—to 
destro y it. That the shell came fro m 
Sampso n’s ships is declared undo ubt­ 
ed by nav al ex perts, who declare that 
nev er since the Spanish-American war 
has any shell been cast o v erbo ard in­ 
to the gulf, and, altho ugh they are 
hesitating and do ubtful as to whether 
o r no t the ex plo siv es within the shells 
wo uld maintain their dangero us char­ 
acter under water fo r sev en y ears, 
they believ e it is po ssible, and are 
ready to credit the sto ries to ld by the 
surv iv o rs fro m the ill-fated Jean Bap­ 
tiste. 
The sto ry is o ne so wild, so strange, 
so incredible that, ev en after it was 
fairly 
well 
substantiated, 
It 
was 
do ubted by many until Paul Lemaire, 
the New Orleans ex pert, went to the 
scene, interv iewed the surv iv o rs and 
gathered relics that seem to pro v e 
bty o nd do ubt the aiunenticlty o f the 
sto ry . 
The lugger Jean Baptiste, o ne, o f 
the great fleet that gathers the gulf 
o y sters in seaso n, was laid up fo r re­ 
pairs when the o y ster seaso n clo sed 
late in April, and when the painting 
and scraping and calking were all 
finished, Jules Arbault, the o wner, de­ 
termined to spend the summer crab­ 
bing alo ng the co ral reefs o f the gulf 
sho re o f Lo uisiana. 
All went well, it seems, until Wed­ 
nesday . 
The 
Jean 
Baptiste • was 
crawling alo ng in the gentle breeze, 
its great lateen sail flapping idly in 
the breeeze, at a po int a mile o ff the 
sho re o f Timbalier Island, Crawling 
slo wly alo ng to the westward to where 
the lo w co ral co ast 
o f Isle Dernier 
made a lo ng blue line o n the ho rizo n. 
There was a thundersto rm brewing 


o v er to ward Mex ico , and Captain Ar­ 
bault was watching it with questio n­ 
ing ey es. The Go o d Mo ther, creeping 
alo ng befo re The so ft breeze, its great 
sail slatting and slapping, was also 
watching the West fo r signs o f the 
sto rm. 
The rim o f dark purple grew 
' and grew in the west. 
The breeze 
that had been pushing the two lo ats 
slo wly westward died to no thing, and 
Arbault called to Filipe and to Hippo - 
lite to prepare fo r a blo w. 
The wind struck fiercely , with sud­ 
den gusts that kicked up a high sea 
in a few minutes. 
The luggers were 
running, perhaps 100 y ards apart, to ­ 
ward the quiet water under the shelt­ 
er o f Timbalier Island. 
Suddenly , abo v e the ho wl o f the 
wind and the slapping o f the giant 
sail, Filipe heard o rders screamed by 
Hippo lite and by Arbault at the same 
instant, 
“Po rt! po rt!” 
y elled bo th men. 
e’re o n the ro cks.” 
Filipe jammed the rudder o v er hard, 
threw his who le weight against it— 
and, while the v essel pitched wildly , 
waited fo r the sho ck. 
There was a so und as if a thud— 
then a terrific ex plo sio n—and the Jean 
Baptiste and fo ur men were hurled 
into the air, the men stunned o r dead. 
Aro und them, above the wav es 
kicked up by the sto rm, there was a 
tremendo us 
thrashing 
o f 
the sea. 
Huge arms, wav ing and beating, lifted 
and thrashed the water wildly . 
Sud­ 
denly the water was filled with blo o d 
and the air with a terrible stench. 
Captain Mo rccni, o f the Go o d Mo th­ 
er—paraly zed fo r an instant by the 
ex ph.sio n and the terrific co mmo tio n 


v't ’^le water, t h r c o v e r his helm and 
teat up to the seen 
Tl;c whirlpo o l 
in the water was 
subsiding si >wly . 
Once in awhile a giant arm flapped 
o ut o f the water and spankid do wn 
with terrific fo rce. 
The two Frenchmen o f the crew o f 
the Go o d Mo ther co wered in terro r, ex ­ 
pecting that they , to o , wo uld be blo wn 
to ato ms within a few mo ments. 
But Mo rceni was unafraid. 
He had 
seen the thing, and knew that what 
the crew tho ught was so me ho rrible 
mo nster was no thing but a giant quid. 
In spite o f the sto rm, which was beat­ 
ing furio usly upo n them, the crew o f 
the Go o d Mo ther managed to pick up 
Arbault and Filipe—the o thers weie 
dead, 
killed 
by 
the ex plo sio n, o r 
stunned by it and dro wned. 
Also they saw fragments o f the gi­ 
ant cuttlefish strewn in the water, 
the arms still wav ing—the bo dy blo wn 
to fragments—and the ink and blo o d 
fro m the great fish dy eing the sto rm- 
to rn waters. 
Ten minutes later they ran under 
the lee o f Timbalier Island into the 
i calm waters o f Terre Bo nne Bay , and 
I were sav ed.

Then Filipe and Captain Arbault 
to ld their sto ry . 
While running free 
j befo re the rising wind they had seen 
a dark 
o bject 
ahead, 
which they 
tho ught was the half hidden crest o f 
I a reef. 
They had run upo n the o b­ 
ject, it had ex plo ded, and their v es­ 
sel was destro y ed.

This is what the claimant has to 
pro v e, but he and the so licito r, who 
hav e just left fo r the co ntinent to rest 
after the!;* labo rs, ex press themselv es 
as quite co nfident o f success. During 
the two and a half y ears that Druce 
and the so licito r hav e been in this 
co untry they hav e inv estigated a great 
amo unt o f ev idence. 
Strange parallels o f habits and ec­ 
centricities in the fifth Duke o f Po rt­ 
land and Tho mas Charles Druce, un­ 
der which name he is alleged to hav e 
married the mo ther o f 
the plaintiff, 
hav e been disco v ered and co mpared. 
Bo th were o f the same heighr and 
build. Bo th lo v ed to burro w in under- 
iiro iind passages. 
Wet beck 
Abbey , 
the Po rtland seat, is literally ho ney - 
cumbed

Bo th had stro ng o bjectio ns to wine 
and to liacco . 
Their po rtraits sho w 
remarkable resemblances. 
Bo th had 
an 
eccentric 
mania o f 
co nstantly 
changing the po sitio n o f things aro und 
them. 
The sto ry o f the life o f each alleged 
separate perso nality fits into gaps in 
the histo ry o f the o ther. 
The fifth 
Duke o f Po rtland is fo und to appear 
in public life when Tho mas Druce is 
missing. 
When 
Druce 
reappears 
tin re is no trace o f the Duke. 
The 
my stery has centered aro und a v ault 
ill Hirligale cemetery in which Tho m­ 
as Druce is said to hav e been buried. 
x Xcco rding to the claimant’s theo ry , 
the alleged burial o f Druce o n No v em­ 
ber 31. 1854, was an impo sture, an 
empty co ffin being interred. 
It is 
further alleged that Druce was seen 
and reco gnized by many perso ns af­ 
ter this date. 
So me o f the perso un 
are still aliv e. 
The death o f the fifth ! 
Duke o f Po rtland did no t o ccur until 
1879 .

"The state of Ohio was the first in 
point of time and is now the first in 
poini of importance to see that it is 
fiendish folly to try to make a g ood 
boy out of a bad boy by shutting him 
up in a Slinking jail, on low diet, 
in 
utter idleness, and in the company 
of the most dissolute ruffians to bs 
found on earth. Of all the crazy and 
cruel notions that the devil himself 
has succeeded in lodg ing firmly in 
men’s minds that is positively the 
limit. There would he some sense in 
taking a bad boy out in the back yard 
and chopping his head off, because 
that woub^ reform him permanently, 
hut to exi' Cl to make him anything 
else thou an Apache by 
putting him 
into jail is nothing but insanity, as 
vou can readily see. 
Nevertheless, 
this is. or was, the standard and ap­ 
proved method.

Tho not ion oi the i*rosident of the 
m ited Slates writing a description 
nf a bear hunt, or a series of bear 
hunts, in which he was himself dis­ 
tinctly the hero is rather startling , 
says the New York Times. The pub­ 
lication of such a description in a 
popular mag azine, with the ordinary 
implications as to pay, is also and 
somewhat more disturbing to a mind 
possessed of the 
well 
established 
ideas as to the dig nity of the presi­ 
dential office and the proper behavior 
of its incumbent. 
It is not easy to think of any pre­ 
decessor of Mr. Roosevelt eng ag ing 
in such an occupation. We do not re­ 
call one of them that would have 
been tempted by the sug g estion, still 
less one of them 
that 
would have 
yielded without the slig htest apparent 
realization that he was doing any­ 
thing out of the usual and approved 
line. 
It may be said, in criticism of this 
crmparison, that none of these hig hly 
respected presidents was, 
Ik fore en­ 
tering on his office, a 
professional 
writer for the press, and that the on­ 
ly one we now recall as a hunter, 
General Washing ton, could have had 
no notions as to the propriety of writ­ 
ing about his adventures for mag a­ 
zines, since in his day there were no 
mag azines to write for. 
Doubtless there is room for a lot of 
discussion as to the conduct of Mr. 
Roosevelt and as to his publishing the 
story of his hunt. 
The story makes 
it pretty plain that there was no s('- 
rious dang er in the hunting . 
There 
was plenty of roug h riding and wading 
throug h 
deep 
snow, 
over rug g ed 
mountain sides 
and 
across muddy 
valleys, and there was chance of a 
sprain from a floundering horse or i 
scramble in the thicket. 
But. as Mr. Roosevelt very franklv 
points out. there was no occasion for 
"prowess.” and 
therefore no g reat 
risk. 
The main 
facts 
of the hunt 
were already known before the pres­ 
ident recounted them, 
how 
many 
hears ne killed and in a g eneral way 
how he killed them. 
His account Is 
chiefly interesting for the picture of 
the man it reveals. 
The impression, unconsciously and 
without a trace of vanity conveyed, 
is 
extremely 
pleasant—that 
of 
a 
strong , eag er, wholesome 
man. de­ 
lig hted with action, kindly to his com­ 
panions, a g ood hunter, a g ood rider, 
a g ood camper, intellig ently bent on 
having a g ood time, and succeeding . 
It is ag reeable work to note, as read­ 
ers of his previous work of this sort 
have already noted, what an excellent 
observer Mr. Roosevelt is. how alert, 
accurate, interested and sympathetic. 
He is a born naturalist, with the fine, 
constant, nctite curiosity of the nat­ 
uralist and the native love of every 
phase of nature.

escape. This comparatively small hill 
had stood for centuries with no sign 
of having such giant forces hidden be­ 
neath its cone. 
It was at 3 o’clock on the morning 
of August 21 that Matautu opened up. 
The shock of the eruption was felt 
for a distance of 30 miles, and the 
force of the earthquake shocks that 
follow’ed shattered church buildings 
of the London Missionary society 10 
miles away. But only one person lost 
his life. This was a high chief, who 
attempted to investigate the source 
of the explosion and temblor, and who 
mounted a cooled-off stream of lava 
on his way to the source of the troii- 
ble. The lava was flooded with a fresa 
outpouring w’hile he 
walked along, 
and he sank 
beneath 
its resistless 
body, literally buried alive and cre­ 
mated. 
Mr. Brim, wdth others w’ho were re­ 
siding on the island of Savaii ai the 
time, set out to explore the disturbed

He was taken worse, h owever, and 
came h ome th e nigh t of th e second 
day, since wh ich time h e h ad grown 
gradually weaker, in consequence of 
wh ich relatives and friends realised 
th at th e end was not far distant 
Yesterday Cap t Stevens was able 
to go out driving for a sh ort time, and 
on returning h ome h e stated th at h s 
felt somewh at refresh ed. 
About 8 
o’clock p . m. h e was seized with anoth ­ 
er sinking sp ell, and from th at time for 
ward h e was conscious only at inter­ 
vals, p assing away at th e h our stated 
with out a struggle. 
Cap t. Stevens was born at Weston, 
Platte county, Missouri, October 20. 
1846 , and sp ent 
h is boyh ood days 
th ere and at Parkville, wh ere h is fa­ 
th er was engaged in merch andising. 
Wh en a young man Cap t. Stevens 
removed to Kansas City, wh ere h e re­ 
mained until 187 3, engaging extensive­ 
ly in th e h orse and mule business. 
It was In Jackson county th at Cap t. 
Stevens earned h is military title. 
.4. 
comp any of young Confederates was 
organized th ere, and h e was elected 
to command it. Many of th e members 
of th is comp any were killed In battle, 
and witk th e teath of Cap t. Stevens 
today only five now survive. 
Removing to St. Louis from Kansas 
City in 1ST.3, Cap t. Stevens remained 
th ere until 187 6 , wh en h e came to S> 
dalia, and h ere h e h ad resided contin­ 
uously since, no resident of th e city 
being h eld in h igh er esteem. 
Cap t. Stevens served six years a« 
mayor of Sedalia. h is first election oc­ 
curring in 1886 —th e year of th e big 
strike on th e Go n U system, following 
a smaller labor trouble th e p revious 
year. 
On March 6 , 1886 . th e order to strike 
came, and in a few days traffic h ad 
become susp ended, trains were tied up 
and lawlessness was rife. Cap t- Ste­ 
vens was one of th e origlnatora of th e 
famous Law and Order league and be­ 
came its p résidât. His work in h elp ­ 
ing to break th e strike and restore 
business to its normal condition made 
h im one of th e most p op ular men in 
th e city. 
His administrations are atlli regard­ 
ed as among th e best Sedalln^h ne ever 
h ad. For many years h e was at th e 
h ead of th e Petti« county fair, wh en 
th at institution enjoyed a great rep u­ 
tation. and th ere was never an enter­ 
p rise inaugurated for th e welfare of 
th e city th at did not find h im in th e 
front rank, p ush ing it forward to suc­ 
cess. 
Cap t. Stevens was bap tized as a 
Presbyterian. He was twice married, 
h is first wife being Miss Ella Ran­ 
dolp h , to wh om h e was w'edded 
in 
Kansas City in 186 7 .

Frank Kell, living at 
1318 East 
Th ird street, received a telegram last 
midnigh t, ap p rising h im of th e death 
by accident of h is daugh ter. Miss Jo­ 
sep h ine Kell, in St. Louis, and stating 
th at th e remains would be brough t 
h ere today for burial. 
Th e message 
was from 
anoth er 
daugh ter. Miss Jennie, w^ho lives with 
h er sister. Mrs. Lillie Cool. 36 10 Cot­ 
tage avenue, St. Louis, as did also th e 
young woman wh o lost h er life, but no 
p articulars of th e fatal mish ap were 
given. 
Th e St. Louis Rep ublic of th is morn­ 
ing h ad th e following in regard to th e 
accident th at cost Miss Kell h er life: 


‘‘Josep h ine Kell, 19 years old, of 
No. 3136 Lawton avenue, was struck 
and instantly killed by two freigh t 
cars late yesterday afternoon on h er 
way h ome from work.

woman was emp loyed as a stenogra­ 
p h er at th e Banner Buggy comp any at 
th e foot of Rutger street 
“Sh e left th e office sh ortly after 5 
o’clock, and. in crossing 
th e Iron 
Mountain tracks at Main and Rutger 
streets, h ad succeeded in crossing one 
of th e side tracks all righ t, and was 
crossing anoth er track 
wh en 
two 
freigh t cars th at h ad been “kicked” 
down th e track by an engine caugh t 
h er, and both cars p assed over h er. 
Th e badly mangled body was removed 
to th e morgue. 
“Miss Kell h ad beeen emp loyed at 
th e buggy factory for some time, and 
was well liked.

In fact, th e story h as it th at h e h as 
been furnish eu wdti. a bundle of blank 
p asses, and wh en tie desires to give 
a guard or any one else a trip ne 
merely Inserts th e name of th e bene­ 
ficiary. 
Wh en th e governor was asked about 
it h e stated th at h e h ad^bst a little 
“tip ” th at someth ing of th e kind was 
going on, and th at h e h ad instructed 
Warden Hall to make th e fullest in­ 
vestigation, and

The Fidelity Trust company, which 
Is capitalized at a million dollars, Is 
considered one of the strongest hank­ 
ing Institutions in the Southwest. 
The Kansas City State bank holds 
$567,000 of tne city’s money. 
At the Fidelity Trust company’s 
hank checks on the Kansas City State 
hank were honored as fast as pre­ 
sented without any show of commo­ 
tion.

President Cox, In a statement, said 
the bank decided to go into liquidation 
simply because the bank was not do­ 
ing as much business as it was deem­ 
ed it should, and that all accounts 
would be paid in full.

leggings and 
moccasins. 
The women add a skirt 
u su ally richly beaded, that ex tends a 
little below the knee. 
The girls nat­ 
u rally wear the finest garments and 
display the gay est colors. 
Ev ery Osage family owns a two- 
seated su rrey and a team of horses. 
Many hav e more horses and light 
spring 
wagons. 
When 
the brav e 
goes to town in a wagon he occu pies 
the seat. 
The squ aw and children 
hav e seats on the floor of the wagon 
box . 
The qu eerest of these $30,000 abori­ 
gines is a warrior, 
of 
middle age 
named John. 
He sleeps on the side­ 
walk or in doorway s. Residents hav e 
fou nd him there 
winter 
mornings 
wrapped in his blanket and cov ered 
with snow. 
W hat is worse for John 
Is the fact that the Indians will hav e 
nothing to do with him. 
It seems that when John was II 
y ears old he died. 
That is, he was 
dead as far as any body in the tribe 
cou ld tell, and they 
cou nted some 
wise men in their nu mber. 
So John 
being dead and the Osage cu stom not 
requ iring delay , they carried him ou t 
and hu rried him. 
In those day s a 
dead Osage was held u pright in a 
field somewhere 
and 
stones piled 
arou nd, forming a kind of chimney . 
For sanitary reasons the gov ernment 
afterwards 
requ ired 
that they be 
placed u nder grou nd. John was bu ried 
iu the regu lar way and his friends re­ 
tu rned home. 
That 
ev ening while 
they were lamenting his departu re, 
John walked into camp. He had only 
been in a trance, and when consciou s­ 
ness retu rned 
he broke down the 
chimney and fled for the tepee. 
He 
was not welcomed. 
Instead, they in­ 
formed him that 
he 
was officially 
dead, and. so far as they were con­ 
cerned. he wou ld stay dead. 
All they cou ld make ou t of it was 
that a spirit had taken possession of 
John’s body and come into camp to 
hoodoo them. John protested that he 
was a genu ine, liv ing John, bu t they 
only looked the other 
way . 
They 
scorned him and do to this day . Uncle 
Sam officially recognizes the resu rrec­ 
tion and replaced John’s name on the 
rolls, so he has not su ffered for the 
necessaries of life. A merchant feeds 
him and cares for his money . 
A squ aw entered a fu rnitu re stoie 
and made it known that she desired 
to pu rchase a sewing machine. 
Sev ­ 
eral of ordinary design were su bmit­ 
ted, bu t she sniffed and tu rned her 
head. 
The dealer dragged ou t one 
with an elaborate cabinet top. 
She 
indicated that it was 
satisfactory . 
The price was $80, bu t she did not 
know. In the same way she selected 
half a dozen chairs 
and a clothes 
press. 
Then she sat in a corner of 
the store. 
For half an hou r she was 
still as a statu e. It looked like a lost 
sale, bu t the dealer 
hoped for the 
best. 
Finally a brav e came poking 
along the street 
looking in all the 
store w'indows. 
He saw the squ aw 
and entered. She showed him the pu r­ 
chases. 
He asked the price and was 
told $140. 
Withou t a word he drag­ 
ged a hu ge roll of bills from his pock­ 
et and peeled off $140.

PONCE DE LEON’S HOME. 


Hou se Bu ilt 400 Years Ago In Porto 
Kico Standing. 


“One of the principal relics v isited 
by tou rists in Porto Rico,” said Dr. 
Hans Wiborg to an ex change, “is the 
hou se which Ju an 
Ponce 
de Leon 
bu ilt 400 y ears ago, and in which he 
liv ed du ring his long term as gov ernor 
of the island. In its u nsightly old age 
it looks little enou gh like the adobe 
of so great a potentate as the lofty 
old hidalgo who gav e u p the pride of 
his life to sail infinitely in search of 
the fou ntain of perpetu al y ou th. 
“The v iew from the u pper window 
is u nsu rpassed. 
Immediately below 
on the seaward side, is the great gray 
wall of the line of defense, with its 
massiv e battlements, antiqu ated can­ 
non and little sentry tu rrets; bey ond 
the sparkling waters of the bay , and 
on either hand the palm fringed coast 
of the mainland. 
In the backgrou nd 
tier on tier arise the hills, with some 
of the richest land on the globe be­ 
tween them, capable of produ cing fou r 
times a y ear. 
“Probably Leon planned his jou rney 
for the fou ntain of y ou th u nder the 
inspiration of this v iew. 
He was a 
ju st and 
amiable 
ru ler and might 
hav e died in his bed if he had desist­ 
ed from his v isionary illu sion.” 


WAS COLOR BLIND. 


To Kill Black Goats, Bu t All Looked 
Alike to Him. 


According to a report receiv ed here, 
the conce.ssion granted some time ago 
to an American to kill black goats on 
Gu adalu pe island, in the Gu lf of Cali­ 
fornia, has been rev oked becau se the 
concessionaire became color blind. It 
is ex plained that this American dis­ 
cov ered the island of Gau dalu pe was 
inhabited by many thou sands of wild 
goats, descendants of fu llhlood An­ 
goras which were left on the island 
many y ears ago. 
There were thou s­ 
ands of black and white goats. 
The 
island is twenty -two miles long and 
eight miles wide. 
The American in qu estion secu red 
withou t cost a concession u pon agree­ 
ment that he shou ld captu re and make

not molest the. 
white ones. 
With a party of assist­ 
ants he went there, 
closed all the 
springs ex cept one, arou nd which he 
bu ilt a corral. 
The goats were com­ 
pelled to inv ade the coral in search 
of water, and there they were killed 
withou t compu nction, black or white, 
any thing in the shape of a goat was 
taken.

He Tells of Some of the Pranks 
of Lightning.

Lightning nas oeen playing strange 
pranks to the oil country lately, writes 
the Chanute (Kas.) correspondent of 
the Kansas 
City 
Journal. 
Within 
three months the tanks of the Lou­ 
isiana Purchase Oil company at Cleve­ 
land, Okla., 
have 
been 
struck Dy 
lightning three times and the loss of 
75,000 barrels of oil has been suffer­ 
ed. 
No other tanks have been struck in 
the field during that time. 
In fact, 
all the lightning which comes around 
Cleveland seems to center on that par­ 
ticular 80 acres. All the drillers and 
tool dressers and helpers dread the 
lease. 
Each time 
the 
destruction came 
without warning. 
In addition to the 
oil, four drilling rigs have been con­ 
sumed and four derricks. 
It has got 
all the people around Cleveland guess­ 
ing. 
They think the particular lease 
is hoodooed and the company is find­ 
ing it a hard job to get men to go to 
the property to work. 
“You can talk to me,” said Tom 
White, who has been around all the oil 
fields in the world from Rangoon to 
Santa Maria, 
“about 
this lightning 
business, but the place Is bewitched. 
I knew a case of that kind down in 
Louisiana, just east of Beaumont 
“There used to be some kind of 
church on the road to the oil fields 
from Jennings. 
It 
was 
located on 
Bayou Nezpique and had all kinds of 
lightning rods on 
the steeple and 
down the sides. 
“But lightning took the roof off just 
the same, and when the congregation 
put it back the ligntnmg came aiong 
again and took the whole building. 
Then the cajims in that neighborhood 
got superstitious 
and 
they let the 
church building go to ruins. 
“There was another case at Beau­ 
mont where lightning struck twice in 
the same place. The big fire of 1902 
and the big fire of 1904 broke out In 
the same place and both were caused 
by lightning striking the tanks. 
“All the other tanks in the field 
except those of Brice escaped. 
It 
just looked like something was after 
Brice and burned up his money as 
fast as he made it. 
Then there was 
the case at Sour Lake. 
Both of the 
fires there originated 
In 
the same 
place and they cost millions of barrels 
of oil and hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 
“This lightning business is a queer 
thing. It seems to have certain spots 
where it lights and does all the havoc

“Other people are let alone all the 
time and their stuff is as safe as If it 
had been converted Into government 
bonds. It may be all right, but there 
is something 
queer 
about It to the 
average workingman.”

people and stock, but within the lim­ 
its everybody and everything is safe. 
It is just the other side of the story 
from what you fellows have been tell­ 
ing, but it is just as true. 
“It looks like lightning cannot get 
to the farms and the oil wells and the 
other things on the strip. It is known 
all over that end of the country as a 
charmed strip.”

There are a number of pages in the 
front, and more in the back of the 
volume, which are covered wi^h nne, 
neatly written Icelandic notes, said 
to be a further history of the life cf 
Christ than 
that 
contained in the 
works of the apostles; for instance, 
in writing, is a minute lineal history 
of the progress of Christ bearing the 
cross, telling how many feet each ob­ 
ject on the road was from other ob­ 
jects and at what places the Christ 
fell and other details.

It is thought by some to have been 
the first translation of the New Tes­ 
tament into the Icelandic language 
and the written notes are further ma­ 
terial gathered by these men after 
the work was published. 
Each chapter is begun with large 
ornamental type and there are eighty- 
five illustrations in black and white. 
Rather shocking to modem Bible stu­ 
dents is the pictured Christ wearing 
a hat of the soft slouch variety. 
Mrs. Olson has had the book for a 
good many years, having brought ft 
from Iceland with her. 
It has been 
in her husband’s family for generat­ 
ions and was a gift to her from her 
father-in-law. 
She also treasures a 
little leather boimd book of selected 
poems published in 1786.
